sent prices of sugar and molasses, relative.
ly, the margin of profits on sugar-making
is amall. When molasses goen below fifty
vents per gallon, augar can be made to
pay, tarifl or no tarifl,

T'he uniform price of twenty conts por
gallon is charged for making wmolasses,
and an outlit costing, say $1.000, includ-
ing buildinga, will suflice for making two
hundred gallons per diem easily.

The tendency here seems townrd cen-
tralization in large establishments, as a
hatter article can beuniformally preduced
at the minimum cost by systomatizing the
work and by the use of improved machi-
nery. 'Thesmall, badly provided, one-
horsemills are now nearly all abandoned

uncertain, or of very inferior quality, The
cost per gollon is also greater when rmade
in small quantities,
The greatost drawback in this business
is the shortnoss of the werking season, it
rarely exceeding eight weeks, and the
extreme difliculty of getting skilled opera-
tives, for it takea years of practice, a quick
eye and constant vigilance to be unifurrﬂy
succeesful,
#1n the beginning of this industry the
production of a dark-colored syrup, with
u rank caney flavor—the result of a want
of suitable machinery, and a lack of skill
in oiling—naturally brought she product
into bad repute, but experience aud skill,
with better machinery and methods, have
gradually recovered logt ground, and the
superiorarticle now produced has restored
confidence in sorchum ns a practicable
syrup and sugar-producing plant,

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Tred Placting.

In a fow weeks spring will open, and
with it the busy rush and boom that is
characterister of Omaha will open with
reodubled energy, and the march will be
onward and upward. As the improve-
ment of our public parks, streets and
pleasure grounds, and the decoration and
embellishment of mdividual grounds is a
yory important part in the intimation of
all lovers of art and beauty,
The most important points that should
be taken into comsideration this early is
the varieties of trees and plants most re-
liable for our soil and climate, where to

ot them, and the best timoe for planting,
l‘l“'r.u- want of pr:}wr light on these vital
points we find after loog years of patient
toil and waiting, and the expenditure of
n vast amount of money, many partial and
sume total failures in the ornamenting of
our plensure groundr. Very much of this
fuilure is the result of autumn planting,
which is a success in tho east, but here it
is gencrally s failure, especially so in
evergreen tree planting, The practice
of nurserymen and tree dealers of selling
this class of stock for autumn deliver
can only be socounted for on the gruundz
of ignorance or dishonesty. Not one in
a huodred will grow, The very best
timo for J:luulmg s during the month of
April snd May, Whav should be planted
dependalargely on the size and location
of ground, For public parks, streets and
large grounds, we would recommond the
following varicties of deciduous trees ns
the mont reliable: Norwsy maplo, sugar
or rock maple, imperial cut leaved alder,
uataliu spocions, borse chestnut, Ameri-
can linden or basswood, mountain ash,
mulberry, Eoglish elm, white flowing
dogwood, weeping b, weeping elm, and
'ﬂﬁl’ug poplar,

The best evergreens for the same pur-

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poso is Seoteh Pine, Auatrian pine, white
pine, Norway sprnee, red ocedar, Iriah
junipor and American arborvitea.  For
small grounds, city yards and cometarion
wo woull recommend a collection of
hardy dwarf :-\-‘-r'ir;-uno. such na dwarl
and woeeping juniper, with a variety of
dwarf ﬁrﬁv\?filf‘u. intersperacd  with a
colloction of hardy flowering shruba and
roscs, seleoted with a view of having a
ruccession of bloom as long na posiblo,
In a colli ction of hardy flowering shrubs
wo would name the following ns the most
reliable:  Weggolin, Spirea, Hydrangs,
Japan Qainee, Althasa, double lowering
almond. and lilse, and in overy collec.
tion of rones, care should be taken not to
leave out Lin France and Alfred Colomb.
